When among the attractions of the Great 
Fair week was named the prominant feature of 
a grand triale@ Steam Engines, it was not con- 
templated nor anticipated how notable that trial 
would become in the eyes of citizens and our 
many guests, when it should take the form of an 
actual night-long contest between the devouring 
element on the one hand and the new fire-ex- 


' tinguishing agent, Steam, on the other. 


We believe it was fully demonstrated that only 
iren muscles, steam-impelled, could have fought 
the flames thus long. In its palmiest days our 
Fire Department, with its hand machines, | 
would have seen its best men hors da combat 
with fatigue, and worn out a long succession of 
raw recruits from the crowd during such a night 
as that. Another thing was demonstrated, that 
our City Fathers must act, and act prompily, 
in the matter of securing more steam machines. 
It should not have been thus long delayed, and 
is inexcusable save on the real ground that the 
whole subject of Steam Machines is in a transi- 

state, and it has been really a matter of 
doubt which machines are the best. It will not 
do, however, to imitate the poor wretch who 
went naked in mid-winter with a roll of broad- 
cloth under his arm, unable to decide upon 
what fathion his garments should be made. 

We must have four pew steam fire engines of 
light build, and drawn by two horses. We need 
them at once. Had they been here on Thurs-

Violent Gale. 

What will pass for the Equinoctial Storm be- 
gan this week with much violence, succeeding 
moderate showers of Sunday afternoon and 
evening and the earlier part of yesterday. To- 
wards night the wine veered to the northward. 
and came down the lake in a furious gale with » 
driving rain. Outside the weather must have 
been very severe to the shipping exposed. One 
or two vessels were in the offing at nightfal'. 
but the sea was too rough for the tugs to briny” 
them in. 

The wind down the lake set back the water 
into the river, raising it upwards of two feet, 
flooding the sewers and divers basements about 
town, not proof to such invasions of the watery 
deities. 

The seas along the breakwater were exceed- 
ingly ugly. But for the vigilance of the railroad 
company’s employees a serious accident might 
have been the result last night. The night 
train on the Michigan Central left on time with 
_over eight hundred passengers, and bad pro- 
ceeded as far south as the Round Louse, below 
Twelfth street, when it was discovered that the 
waves bad torn away portion of the pier and 
track, opening an ugly chasm for aw accident, 
only averted by this vigilance. The train re- 
turned to the city and will not leave until this 
morning as the regular morning express.

Saving Property at Fires, 

Many strangers.who witnessed the great fire 

of last week, wondered why the crowds of people 
did not save half the lumber that was consumed, 
by taking hold and carrying it out of danger. 
There were enough spectators they said, to 
have moved millions of feet to a place of safety 
in an hour’s active work, Thisis what would 
have been done, they stated, in any of the 
towns in the country, which we presume is trae. 
But these people from the rural districts are got 
acquainted with the fashions that prevail in large 
cities, where the mob attend fires to stare or 
steal ; to play rowdy and get drunk if opportu- 
nity offers. If any of them are asked to help 
save property they either shirk off or charge 
more for their services than all the property 
they save is worth. We saw some instances of 
this-during the late fire. One man asked some 
Irish laborers to help him throw into the street 
a lot of oak staves. A few took hold and threw 
perhaps fifty dollars’ worth into the street for 
him. Since then more than five hundred Irsh- 
men have claimed pay for working for him— 
each declaring tft he labored a certain oum- 
ber of hours, and demanding various sums from 
5 cents up to $5. When we saw him on Sa 
turday afternoon, he had paid out to the lying 
rascals over $150, and was surrounded by a ra- 
venous mob clamoring for more money. An- 
other man who had boards renfoved said 
that each one had cost him over a dollar, and 
that he expected to be besieged for a month to 
come. A third man had got his own regular la- 
vorers to place some boards against certain 
piles of lumber. None but these and a few per- 
sonal friends assisted him, ond yet all dey Fri- 
day and Saturday his office was besieged by a 
crowd of Corkonians, ewearing t that they work- 
ed all mighs lee Lie, emdd P oe 
tion. 
A man dare not ask the crowd to belp him 
save property at a fire in Chicago. It is far 
cheaper to let it burn, as the mob will charge 
him more to rescue than it is worth. Men whose 
property is burning up never dare ask any one 
but their friends and personal acquaintances to 
assist them in the hour of need. We have said 
nothing of the thievish propensities of the same 
rabble at fires, as notoriousin the countfy as 
well as in the city.

Mope Hose Waxtev.—The Chief Engineer 
has been complaining ever since his election 
that the steamers were not adequately supplied 
with hose. The hand engine hose cannot be 
used to any advantage, as it is not strong 
enough to resist the strain of the steam pumps. 
At the fire on Thursday night the hose of two 
steamers burst, at the very crisis of the battle 
with the fire, before it Fulson street. 
These engines were disabled for fifteen minutes 
before the break could be remedied, and when 
they were again ready to come into action the 
fire had crossed the street and gained such a 
lodgement among the lumber piles that it swept 
the entire block, and even crossed Carroil 
street... We verily believe that if the engines 
had all been properly suppliéd with hose, the 
fire would haye been confined within the square 
where it first originated. It is true that the 
treasury is bare of money; still a few thousand 
feet of the right kind of hose might have been 
procured. The Insurance Companies will, 
we are very confident, purchase 10,000 feet of 
hose, and present it to the steamers, if the city 
will agree to pay them baek within a year, or 
any reasonable, or even unreasonable time. 
There will be another big fire one of these 
days. In the nature of things fires will con- 
tinue to occur, and once every six or ten months 
there will come a devastating conflagration— 
sweeping away property on whole squares. 
The next great fire may be next week or next 
month, and we think the Comptroller would do 
well to strain a point, and get a few thousand 
feet of suitable hose. If he can’t raise the 
money to pay for it, and is enjoined from pur- 
chasing on credit, let him go around with a 
subscription paper. We will subscribe in pro- 
portion to our property, and more too, What 
good are steam engines and peid firemen if they 
have no bose through which to throw the water? 
As well might a regiment be sent to battle with- 
out muskets with which to shoot. It may seem 
like locking the door after the horse is stolen, 
to ask for more hose after the fire; but there 
will be more fires, and bad ones, Better get a 
lock for the door before any more horses are 
stolen.

The Boston Journai publishes full particulars 
of the riot which occurred on Thursday at Man- 
chester, N. H. The origin of the difficulty is 
thus definitely stated :

_ The policy of the Republican y is first to 
keep the Territories free from slave We do 
not want to interfere with slavery in the States

tokeee would not endeavor to acquire territory 

'and interpret laws solely for the express pur- 

pose of extending slavery. There is agreat cry 
about the Republicans wanting to iegislate 

‘against the South. The ublican 
net want to do se. Its gn is to legisiate for 
the benefit of the whole country. There are 
only 350,000 slaveholders among the 6,000,000 
white population of the South, or the 20,000,000 
white population of the whole Union. The par- 
ty callwg itself Democratic legislates for the 

benefit of these 350,000 and against the balance 
of the 20,000,000. Call you this Democracy? 

It is building .up a class at the expense of 
many. It is creating an actual Aristocracy. 

There is some difhculty in defining the exact 
doctrines of the Democratic party, but it appears 
to be laid down in an article contained in some 
of the Democratic prints within afew days, 
and which is attributed to Attorney General, 
Black, the bighest legal officer of the Adminis- 

ion. 

He there says: 

“ The Constitation certainly does not estab- 
lish slavery in the Territories nor anywhere 
else. Nobody in this country ever thought or 
said so. But the Constitution regards as sacred 
aud inviolable all the rights which a citizen may 
legally ongrre in a State. If aman acquires 
gua of any kind in a State, and goes with 

t into a Territory, he is not for that reason to 
be of it. Our simple and plain on 
sition is, that the legal owner of a slave or other 
chattel may go with it into a Federal Territory 
without forfeiting his title. 

“ Who denies the truth of this, and upon what 
ground can it be controverted? The reasons 
which it are very obvious and very con- 
elusive. As a jurist and a statesman Mr. Doug- 
las ought to be familiar with them, and there 
was atime when he was supposed to understand 
them very well. We will briefly give him a few 
of them. 

“It is an axiomatic principle of law 
that a right of property, a private relation, con- 
dition, or status, lawfuity existing in ome State 


i t by the mere removal 


Unless 
the law of that country be in direct conflict 
with it.” 

Now if, as Judge Black holds, the Constitu- 
tion gives a citizen of any State a right to take 
his proneee into a Territory and there hold it 
as if under the laws of the State from which be 
emigrated, then it legislates slavery that 
Territory; if a man can take his slave from 
Missouri {nto Kansas, and hold him there ac- 
cording to the laws of Missouri, under the Con- 
stitution, then slayery is legislated into Kansas 
by the Constitution. But the Constitution does 
no such thing, nor does Judge Black attempt to 
wes by the Constitution itself that it does. 

e first asserts the argument to be fact, treats 

itas athing never questioned, and then goes 
on to claim it as “an axiomatic principle of 
Common Law.” The principle is mght enough 
a$ far as common property ts concerned, but is 
of no force in regard to the property of man in 
man. Common Law does not touch that.— 
Slavery is founded on a differeut principle from 
the right to ordinary property. It is founded 
on power and might ; not on right. 
e right tocommon property comes from 
God. At the creation He gave man power over 
ail things animate and inanimate other than man 
himself. We nowhere find that He gave mau 
command over man. 

If, as Judge Biack affirms, the great law of 
the civilized world gives a man right to hold 
property in a Territory in strict accordance 
with the law of the land from which he comes, 
what is there to prevent a Russian noble from 
bringing his serf to a Territory, and there hold- 
ing him in bondage? Whet bar against a CGui- 
nea negro bringing his slave, captured from an- 
other tribe, and holding him in bondage? 

But it gives no such power. The Common 
Law of England disowns this idea, and has been 
| declared to be founded on the prin- 
ciples of liberty. The spirit of the Common 
Law has been eloquently declared in the words: 


“ Slaves cannot breath in England : if their lungs 
Receive our air, that moment they are free ; 
They touch our country, and their shackies fal!.” 


“Even the Southern Courts have repeatedly de- 
cided that Slavery is a creature of local enact- 
ments and not born of tlhe Common Law. 

The Cincinnati Platform agrees with Judge 
Bleck in saying that the Constitution carries 
Slavery into a Territory. One of the planks in 

at platform says: 

Resolved, That we recognize the right of the 
people of all the Territories, including Kansas 
and Nebraska, acting through the legally and 
fairly expressed will of a majority of actual re- 
sideats, and whenever the number of their in- 
habitants justifies it, to form a Constitution, 
with or out domestic slavery, and be admit- 
ted into the Union upon terms of perfect equal- 
ity with the other States. 

Mark that, you Popular Sovereignty Demo- 

crats! You can exclude Slavery from a Terri- 
tory when the nur of its inhabitants justifies 
it—not before! That is the effect of that clause. 
If you owned a farm, and told a boy at work on 
it that he might come up to the house at three 
o'clock, and he came up at one o'clock, would 
a not send him back? Would you not insist 
at telling sim he might come up at three was 
in fact forbidding him to come before that hour?

It isa mere catchword, and not 
one of its advocates has ever acted on its prin- 
ciples. The principle is good enough to a cer- 
tain extent, and in its proper place, but as 
pe by its pretended advocates it is nonsen- 
sical and revolutionary.
